Burglars Carry Away | Thief Invades Church 

Safe, Valuable Bonds 


A thief without a coitscience—or scruples—in¬ 
vaded Sierra Madre’s Methodist Church, W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. and Michillinda, last Sunday morning. 

Mrs. Harry G. Hensel of 1660 Highland, Arcadia; 
Mrs. Glenne E. Oliver, of 111 Esperanza, Sierra Madre, 
and Mrs. Vera Bettinger of 237 S. Baldwin, Sierra 
Madre, had prepared coffee and lemonade in the 
kitchens for use during the social hour following 
church services. They then repaired to the sanctuary 
for the services. 

During their absence, the thief—truly a sneaky 
fellow—entered the kitchen and rifled the purses of 
the three women. Mrs. Hensel, police report, lost $45, 
Mrs, Oliver $10 and Mrs. Bettinger $5. 

Usual note—police are investigating. 


Professional burglars forced an entry through a back 
door into the Wessel Suburbia women’s .store at 154 W. 
Sierra' Madre Blvd. Tuesday night, escaping with approx¬ 
imately $8,000 in choice furs, dros.ses, costume jewelry and 
sweaters, according to the owner, Edward G. Wessel. 

They also trucked away a 400-pound safe containing 
non-negotiable bonds and valuable store records, according 
to the police. 

Police Chief Gordon G. McMillan and his aides found 
little tangible evidence on which to base clues. The 
burglars, immediately after effecting entrance by prying 
open the back door, first rlppi 
wall at the front of the store. 

THEY THEN went to work 
systematically to pick the 
mo.st valuable goods in the 
store, including practically 
all of the .stock of the valu¬ 
able furs, discarding the less 
valuable jewelry, drosses 
and sweaters. Apparently, 
they wore gloves, for police 
found little in the way of 
fingerprints. 

The only thing left be¬ 
hind was a hand truck on 
which the word “Wee” had 
been burned on its frame¬ 
work. 

Chief McMillan believes 


the small truck, used to 
move the safe into the get¬ 
away truck, had been stolen. 

Preliminarily, the burg¬ 
lars took the precaution of 
cutting a large hole through 
the fence leading to the Con¬ 
gregational Church next 
door. Had a police prowl car 
appeared at the back of the 
store they could have at¬ 
tempted their escape through 
this hole in the fence. 

WESSELS SUBURBIA is 

noted for the quality of its 
women’s merchandise and is 


patronized muchly by fash¬ 
ionable and wealthy resi¬ 
dents of this and adjoining 
areas. 

“It was the work of pro¬ 
fessionals,” said Chief Mc¬ 
Millan, adding that evident¬ 
ly the thieves had complete¬ 
ly cased the Wessel store be¬ 
forehand. 

The Wessel store was rob¬ 
bed about a year ago, but 
Sierra Madre police caught 
the culprit at that time.

cation and convenience. 

Two engineers from the 
Field Service unit. Post Of¬ 
fice Department, have been 
going over the site and 
plans. Floor plans are ex¬ 


pected to be ready and bids 
called for in October. Com¬ 
pletion is contemplated for 
next March. The building 
will be slant roofed. 

THE SECOND PLAN which 
was rejected by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission would 
have provided a 45-foot road¬ 
way at the Post Office build¬ 
ing front entrance.

The Post Office has a lease 
on the property until next 
April 1.
